She does all the washing but the shuts 
and collars. In Chicago a girl for gen- 
eral housework receives as high as 55 
a week, urtth neither washing nor Iron- 
tog. while In New York a general hotae- 


j maid at $4.BO a week Is expected, as a 


rule, to do the laundry work, excepting 


, shirts and collars. A man attends to 


the porches, brasses and furnace. In 
Boston a general housemaid averages 
14-50 or $5 a week, usually doing the 
laundry work. There Is no organized 
onion, but the tacit agreement among 
domestic employees as to the rate of 
wages Is strong, and they are rather 
.overpaid than underpaid, uud these 
wages are clear to those who receive 
them, no part being expended, as In the 
case of other wage earners, for house 
rent and food—Jane Seymour Kllnk la 
Atlantic.

000,000, or two aud one-half times his 
iucotne, leaving him for the flrst lime 
iu his life a poorer man at the end of 
the year than he was at the beginning. 


Statistics compiled by the bureau of 


statistics of the department of com- 
merce and labor at Washington show 
that the exports of manufactures lu the 
fiscal year just ended amounted to 
$543,620,297, as against $492,415,921 lu 
the preceding year, $433,851,756 in 1900, 
and $183,595,743 In 1895. The exports 
for the past fiscal year were, "not only 
the largest on record, hut are in excess 
of the combined exports of all articles 
iu the centennial year, 1876, aud nearly 
$140,000,000 more than the total Imports 
and exports of tbe country at the close 
of the civil war." 


A conspicuous feature is the large in- 


crease of exports of locomotives to 
Japau, 151 engiueB having been sent 
thither iu 1905, as*against 74 In the 
previous year. Mexico and Argentina 
increased tbeir purchases of American 
sewiug machines, while Japau increased 
her purchases of electrical machinery 
aud builders' hardware, each iu a uub- 
stantlal degree. Copper manufactures 
take second rank with a total valuation 
of $86,225,291 iu 1905, as compared with 
$57,142,081. 
There was au increase of 


$10,000,000 in the copper ei ports to 
China. 


Cotton manufactures present one of 


tbe striking feature* of tbe year's ex- 
port record,' having advanced from 
$22,403,713 in 1904 to $49,666,080 in tbe 
year just ended. The growth occurred 
chiefly Iu cotton cloth exports, $14,696,- 
199 being the total in 1904 aud $41,320,- 
542 tbe figure for 1905. To China there 
was an increase of about 400,000,000 
yards over last year's exportation of 
76.9 millions, aud the value of our cot- 
ton cloth exports to that country in- 
creased from $4,000,000 In 1904 to »27, 
750,000 iu 1905. 
Japan was the only 


other country to show a considerable 
increase,the total being 16,000,000 yards, 
as against 440,000 yards iu 1904.

The penalty for 
work of this sort Is heavy and the 
Treasury Is going to proescute Snyder 
to the extent of the law. It Is said tbat 
with bis sons, who were also In the 
capture, he may be fined as much as 
$22,000 aud Imprisoned for forty-four 
years. The point of the capture, how- 
ever, is not the possible prosecution of 
the immigrant runner but the under- 
hand methods tbat Chinamen take to 
get into this country while their gov- 
ernment Is busy declaring that no such 
traffic exists aud that there Is no boy- 
cott of American goods going ou iu 
Chinese ports. 


Chief Moore, of the Weather Bureau, 


has issued a statement regarding the 
alleged Irregularities in his department. 
He states that there is absolutely noth- 
ing in the Weather Bureau that will 
not stand the 
fullest investigation. 


There bave beeu some lax aud dishon- 
est employees discharged from tbe Bu- 
reau, he says, and they bave beeu try- 
ing to create the impression that there 
was crookedness !n the Bureau and thai 
it was being investigated by tbe Secret 
Service.

Mrs. Mary Costello, president of the 


Advisory Board of the Ladles' Catholic 
Benevolent Association, voices her opin- 
ion as follows: 


"The subject of 'New Womanhood' 


has beeu engaging more of the atten- 
tion of the Christian world the past 
half century tbau at any period of the 
world's history. In contrasting the 
position of the American woman of the 
twentieth century with her [Kjsiliou 
some fifty years ago, we are forced to 
acknowledge that a wonderful process 
of evolution has beeu goiug on, which, 
however, has in uo seuae partakeu ol 
tbe ualureof a revolution, but rather 
has betu the result of tbe changing in- 
dustrial, social and economical Indus- 
tries of the country. 


"Tbeu the subjective aud the de- 


pendent position of women at tbat pe- 
riod is understood, the most conserva- 
tive of either sex will neither be sur- 
prised uor shocked at the aggressive- 
ness of the movement led by Mrs. 
Staulou who defied public opinion aud 
called the first woman's convention for 
the purpose of demaudlug rights to 
which she felt her sex justly eutitled. 


"The broad minded men of this land 


have come to realize tbat wisdom, 
judgment and conscientiousness are uot 
prerogatives of either sex, but are the 
result of the combined training of head 
aud heart. 


"I believe that the American man 


of to-day rejoices mure in the advance- 
ment made by women of this country 
in the march of human progress in re- 
cent years'thau do the wouicn them- 
selves, aud this he ought to do, if from 
a seltisb standpoint only, for he event- 
ually share in the protlIs to accrue to 
mankind in general from a progesslve 
womanhood.

which ever visited Block Island oc- 
curred on Sunday 
afternoon.

Weather Bureau said there wao only'one 
Hlorm, which extended from Florida to 
Massachusetts, and made the Atlantic 
coaat vivid with electrical (lashes a 
larger part of the afternoon. 


tor about fifteen minutes before the 


storm broke here, heavy black clouds 
gave warning of what was 'o come 
Those .who were wise took warning and 
uetook themselves to places of shelter 
but when the storm began about three 
o'clock many foolish 
vlrgius 
were 


caught. Just as the Mount Hope pulled 
out the storm was at Its worst and con- 
tinued for most of the afternoon. 


The lightuiug began soon after three 


o'clock. 
One of the first bolts struck 


the Connecticut House with a deafen- 
ing crash. It struck the northwest 
corner of the roof aud entered a room 
ou the third floor occupied by Mr 
and 


Mrs. 
Drake 
of Springfield. 
Mrs 


Drake had just left the room as the 
crasb came. It thoroughly splintered 
the framework of the north side of the 
house, tore down the plastering aud 
moved the bedstead clear across the 
room. 


From there it passed, into the corri- 


dor, doing considerable damage there 
and then went into the room below 
In which Mr. James M. Smith of New 
York and Mr. Grieggs aud Mr. Bowers 
were sitting. This room also was dis- 
mantled aud everything in It thrown 
upside down. The three persons, who 
happened to be sitting in the further 
corner of the room, by some miracle es- 
cajied serious injury, though they were 
badly frightened aud severely stunned. 


But those in the parlor below received 


the greatest, ishock. Miss Kitty Day 
who was cloning the windows alter the 
storm begun, was severely stunned and 
was made practically helpless. for sev- 
eral hours. Mrs. Bell of Hartford had 
one side of her face paralyzed BO badly 
that a physician was called, who had 
ueed of several Injections of morphine 
to quiet the nerves of the terrified 
crowd. 


The lightning after passing

through the window zigzagged around 
to the southeast corner of the house 
and left its mark there by taking off a 
clapboard.
